At the June meeting of the Ad- 
visory Board of the UB.O. club, 
held on Monday night, June 28, 
the principle problem was the in- 
creased demands on the club 
brought about fcy the overwhelm- 
ing influx of service men and their 
families to the community.

The twentieth anniversary of 
the Virginip gasoline tax fell on 
Sunday. June 27th, according to 
a statement released by E. A. 
Kyhn, secretary of the Virginia 
Petroleum Industries Committee. 

Since its inception the tax has 
realized over $236,784,370 accord- 
ing to Mr. Kyhn and while pre- 
sent consumption is drastically 
curtailed, the investment made 
by Virginia mostorists in a state- 
wide roacT*" s ssi§tem to serve the 
needs of peaceSs now contribute 
ing toward th? soccessful prose- 
cution of the war\ It also pro- 
vides the nucleus \f^ a greater 
system to come. 

Although Oregon in 1919 first 
established the precedent of tax- 
ing gasoline to build roads, Vir- 
ginia did not follow suit until the 
Special Session of 1923. The tax 
became effective sixty days aftei 
the adjournment of the Assembly, 
hence June 27th is recognized as 
the gasoline tax birthday in Vir- 
ginia. 

Back in 1919 there was no sem- 
blance of the highway system of 
today, the state for the most part 
being literally in the mud. The 
functions of the Highway Depart- 
ment were largely advisory al- 
though progress had been made 
in establishing a state system 
aided by motor vehicle registra- 
tion fees and property taxes. The 
new system Of financing soon re- 
sulted in the burden of roads be- 
ing borne by those who used them 
and soon the state was given sup-

Your Stopping Qiitance is Your 
Danger Zone, Control It," as port

"The stopping distance repre- 
sents a dangei zone which always 
stretches out ahead of every mov- 
ing car," Mr. Dey said. "As the 
driver becomes tired or drowsy, 
resulting in an Increase in his 
reaction-time, the danger zone 
lengthens. As the speed of his 
car increases, this zone of dan- 
ger stretches out much farther. 
Road conditions, such as rain, ice 
or snow and type of pavement, 
as well as condition of brakes, 
can make it still longer. Every 
driver has this zone to deal with. 
He cannot escape it! And to his 
driving he must always plan for 
it. A car cannot really be to con- 
trol unless a driver is taking this 
danger zone into consideration. 

"Wise drivers always take into 
account this danger zone," Mr. 
Dey added, "by treading lightly 
on the accelerator when there is 
any indication at all that another 
car or pedestrian will enter the 
danger zone.

FRESH FRUITS, like vegetables, contain important 
minera's and vitamins. So glassed local fruits and 
juices are good assets for year-'round diets. They 
are not, however, complete alternates for fresh 
fruits and canned juices, oranges and grapefruit, 
which are leaders in supplying Vitamin C. 

BLACKBERRIES HEAD THE LIST FOR LOCAL 
GLASSING, followed by huckleberries, raspberries, 
boy sen berries, youngberries and dewberries. 
Strawberries are excellent for preserves, jams, and 
conserves, but not for glassing. They take up 
valuable jar space and contribute little, if any, 

food value. 

) . .. » 

IT IS IMPORTANT TO UTILIZE ALL POSSIBLE 
JAR SPACE, more so this year than ever, and 
although the method we suggest requires more 
time, you will be rewarded with less floating fruit. 
The berries will be firm and good for serving "as 
is," or in doughs, batters, and pastries. Unless 
your family is small, you will find it an advantage 
to use quart or even half-gallon jars, and it is wise 
to figure on a quart jar holding one and a half 
quarts of berries. Since berries take under thirty i 
minutes to process, it is safe to use any of the com- ' 
mercial jars, which by testing, you can satisfactorily 
fit with the two-piece Mason jar closures. Do not, 
however, use these jars for longer processing 
periods than thirty minutes. 

SELECT RIPE, FIRM BERRIES ... free from mold; 
glass them as soon as possible after picking or 
purchasing.' Wash them two to three quarts at a 
time in cold water; gently lift them up and down, 
letting berries fall through the fingers. Do not 
cap and stem them until after washing, because 
this preserves the natural juices. 

PLACE ABOUT THREE QUARTS OF WASHED 
BERRIES in a square of thin white cloth and dip 
them into actively boiling water. With tongs or 
a long-handled fork, keep doth suspended in 
water and stay at the range while you count thirty 




seconds. Remove 
the bag at once and 
turn berries into hot 
jars to within y^-inch 
of jar top. While 
adding them, shake 
the jar to press ber- 
ries gently into place. 
A sterilized wooden 
or silver spoon may 
be used. Avoid 
crushing or mashing. 
Add 2 to 4 table- 
spoons of sugar, 
which makes them 
plenty sweet and is within our Government's pro- 
posed allowance for canning — one pound of sugar 
for every finished four quarts.

FARMERS MAY 
BUY SUPPLIES 

From now on, farmers will 
have first chance at buying the 
shovels, forks, and other supplies 
they need to meet 1943 food 
production goals. WPB is seeing 
to it that its regional offices, 
newspaper editors, and the 
County Farm Rationing Com- 
mittees are up to date on all de- 
velopments in the program to 
keep farmers supplied with nec- 
essary items. If they have any 
questions, farmers — or the deal- 
ers who supply them — have only 
to telephone or drop in at any of 
these offices*? 

Who May Buy Equipment 

Briefly, WPB has given every- 
one who engages to farming as 
a business by raising crops, live- 
stock, bees, or poultry, or who 
uses farm supplies in operating 
silo filling equipment, threshing 
machines, or similar equipment 
for farmers priority to buy any 
of 140 listed farm items. 

More Supplies Coming 

To help farmers get their 
share of the items which are the 
most urgently needed of the 140, 
WPB is also directing manufac- 
turers or distributors to produce 
or set aside for sale for farmers 
specified quantities of 66 items. 
As the supply in a given line be- 
comes too large or too small, ad- 
justments will be made. There 
will thus be a steady, adequate 
flow of supplies. 

Buying Method Is Simple 

To obtain supplies, the farmer 
has only to give his dealer a 
signed certificate, reading as fol- 
lows: 

"I certify to ,the War Produc- 
tion Board that I am a fanner 
and that the supplies covered by 
this order are needed now and 
will be used for the operation of 
a farm." 

The farmer may copy and sign 
this form himself, or the dealer 
may have forms printed, for him 
to sign.

one item at one time, he must 
have his certificate approved in 
writing by the County Farm Ra- 
tioning Committee. 

How Dealers Re-Order 

A dealer may at any time buy 
new farm supplies to replace 
those he has sold and has re- 
ceived certificates for from far- 
mers. To place an order with 
his supplier, he simply certifies 
that his order, at wholesale 
prices, does not amount to more 
than 75 per cent of the retail 
value of the goods already sold. 
The difference of 25 per cent 
represents the dealer's mark-up 
allowance. 

If the dealer wishes to stock 
up on farm supplies immediately, 
he may do so without waiting for 
farmers' certificates. In this 
case, he certifies to his supplier 
that he expects to sell the goods 
covered by his order, and that 
the goods ordered plus the goods 
on hand do not exceed a month's 
normal' inventory.

DON'T GET STAMPEDED 

Those, who are, looking with 
ttbn the pay-as-you-go 
e djeductfohs which started 
, are laboring under a mis- 
ihension. This is not a flat 
cent Withholding from the 
pay envelope. It is sub- 
ject to the same exemptions that 
are applicable to your income tax 
for dependents.

One youngster, who 
looked like one of the high school 
boys in your town or mine, told 
us that his job was that of rear 
echelon soldier — that his unit 
brought up the supplies to the 
men in the front line. It was in 
the performance of this some- 
times called "cushy" duty that he 
was hit — the only man in his 
group to survive. 

And I thought that, is what we 
are today— rear echelon soldiers. 
We do not go up to the front 
lines to fight— but we neverthe- 
less have a job to do, each and 
every one of us. It is our job in 
our war. And much of what our 
fighting men all over the world 
accomplish will depend upon how 
We do our part. They have the 
greater task, but we have an 
equal responsibility. 

Our job as rear echelon sol- 
diers is best expressed by a car- 
toon which is going the rounds 
and which has a very pertinent 
caption— "If you can't stand be? 
side him, stand behind him." 

This^does not mean just turn- 
ing out the goods and the food to 
supply the armed forces — though 
that task must come first in our 
lives. It does not just mean 
buying bonds— for, after all, that 
is just as good for us as it is for 
the war effort. 

Being a good rear echelon sol- 
dier means a great deal more 
than producing weapons or pur- 
chasing bonds. It means facing 
the fight with the enemy, as our 
men are doing, and not fighting 
among ourselves. It means sac- 
rificing our personal privileges, 
as they are sacrificing theirs. 
It means accepting restrictions as 
they accept the curtailment of 
their personal lives. It means 
disciplining our emotions and 
putting aside our prejudices as 
they have done. It means join- 
ing hands With all our fellow 
Americans, without regard to 
class, creed or color — as they 
have done — to work for the com- 
mon good of all, in that spirit of 
unity which is as much the safe- 
guard of our nation as it is of our 
armed forces. 

And it means something still 
more. It means that we must 
keep the supply of the things of 
the spirit moving up to the front 
lines. We must keep alight those 
.things for which they are fight- 
ling— Home, Religion, no matter 
by what creed it calls itself, Com- 
munity life, The National Credo 
of freedom and equality of op- 
portunity for all. The ideals for 
which they are fighting must be 
kept alive for them to come back 
to. It is little enough for us to 
do, when we consider what they, 
our sons, our brothers, our fel- 
low citizens are doing for us in 
their fight to keep the aggressor 
from our shores, and in their 
conquest of tyranny to bring 
peace again on earth. 

We may not fight on the bat- 
tle fields — but we can all be rear 
echelon soldiers.

TICKS 

"An increasing number of re- 
ports have been received by the 
State Health Department indi- 
cating that ticks are abundant 
this year, m the majority of In- 
stances, these ticks have proven 
to (be the insect responsible for 
Rocky Mountain Spotted fever in 
man," states Dr. I. C. Riggln, 
State Health Commissioner. 

•This disease, which first was 
discovered on the western side of 
the Bitter Root Valley in Mon- 
tana a number of years ago, grad- 
ually has spread into many 
states. It now Is well known in 
Virginia, with approximately fif- 
ty cases occurring throughout 
the state each year. However, 
Rocky Mountain Spotted fever to 
the eastern part of the United 
States Is not as dangerous as it 
is in the northwest section of the 
country where the case fatality 
rate is very high. In Virginia, 
deaths from this infection result 
in twenty per cent of those con- 
tracting the disease. 

•The U. S. Public Health Ser- 
vice annually supplies the State 
Health Department with a suf- 
ficient amount of vaccine 'to im- 
munize individuals against this 
serious disease. This material is 
furnished free, upon request, to 
the physicians of the State. 
Those who expect to spend much 
time in woods or heavy under- 
brush country this summer are 
urged to take this vaccine.

"The tick is easily recognised. 
It is a flat, reddish, eight-legged 
insect, closely related to the 
spider family.

A resolution, passed by the 
board of directors of Southern 
States Cooperative, requesting 
the classification of irreplaceable 
key men engaged in the distribu- 
tion of farm production supplies 
into a deferred draft class "in 
order to avoid a complete break- 
down in the furnishing of essen- 
tial production supplies to farm- 
ers" has just been sent to War 
Manpower Commissioner Paul V. 
McNutt - 

This resolution has also gone 
to Major -General Lewis B. Her- 
shey, Director of Selective Ser- 
vice, and Chester C. Davis, Food 
Administrator, . according to a 
statement made by W. G. Wy- 
sor, of Richmond, general mana- 
ger of the cooperative, an organi- 
zation of 141,225 farmers in Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, Maryland, 
Delaware, and North Carolina. 
Production Essential 

'The production of food and 
fibre is recognized as an essen- 
tial element in the prosecution 
of the war, and the manufacture, 
processing, and distribution of 
farm production supplies is a 
vital prerequisite to such produc- 
tion," the resolution points out. 
"The key men involved in such 
distribution are not merely pur- 
veyors, but are in fact agricul- 
turalspecialists and technical ad- 
visers to farmers, and must be 
possessed of special training, 
skill, and technical ability, to a 
degree which is not generally 
available, and which is fact 
makes such men irreplaceable 
under present circumstances." 
The resolution 1 takes cognizance 
of the fact tfiat to some extent 
key men engaged in the manuf- 
acture and processing of > food 
have been granted deferment, but 
the same consideration has not 
been extended to men in the 
field of the distribution of farm 
supplies. 

Groups of key ment engaged 
In the distribution of farm pro- 
duction supplies who are listed in 
the resolution as irreplaceable in- 
clude those embracing district 
supervision, local managers in 
charge, and proprietors. The 
manufacture and processing of 
essential production supplies for 
farmers are "futile aids to pro- 
duction, unless suplimented by 
efficient distribution.' the reso- 
lution declares. "A breakdown in 
any link of the chain of service 
in farm production supplies will 
seriously impede farm produc- 
tion," 
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in his own name or for his own 



f The task of mailing the three 
million books to Virginians is 
expected to be completed by July 
31. 

War Ration Book Three itself 
combines unit stamps already 
familiar under the sugar, coffee 
and shoe programs and point 
stamps such as the housewives 
have been using to buy canned 
goods, meats, and fats for several 
weeks past. There are eight 
pages in the new book. Four 
contain a single alphabet of 
brown point stamps in the usual 
8, 5, 2 and 1 values, while each 
of the center four pages hgld 48 
unit stamps with each page 
identified by units of armament 
planes, guns, tanks and aircraft 
carriers. 

No immediate use will be made 
of the replacement book. The 
unit stamps will be used for cof- 
fee, sugar and shoes when Book 
One runs out in the fall. The 
point stamps will provide a safe- 
guard against the possibility 
that the red stamps in Book Two, 
now being used for meats and 
fats rationing, will run out before 
the issuance of Book Pour. The 
latter book is in the drafting 
stage and will contain red and 
blue stamps, much the same as 
those in Book Two, and will be 
used for the same programs of 
processed foods, meats and fats. 

At the present rate of spending, 
the red stamps in Book Two will 
be exhausted around October 1 
and the blue stamps by the end 
of that month. Present plans 
call for the distribution of Book 

Four during August or Septem- 
ber. However, in the event of an 
unforeseen delay beyond October 
1, the point stamps from Book 
Three will tide its consumers over.

Just about now we should be geHinq reedy to glass Snap 
Beans, that favorite green vegetable which is so rich in 
Vitamins A, B, some C and iron. Perhaps, in addition, you 
are especting harvests of String, Wan or Kentucky Wonder 
beans. 

ALL BEANS GLASSED IN PODS REQUIRE ACCURATE 
TREATMENT TO PREVENT SPOILAGE. Because their 
funy, nappy surface is a natural retainer of certain amounts 
of dirt and dust deposits which in turn hold the living 
organisms that cause types of spoilage one wishes to avoid. 
This does not need to alarm you, but cause you to use 
"hospital-like" cleanliness in all your glassing procedures. 

FOR THE MOST NUTRITIOUS PACK, pud the beans early 
in the morning while the pods are richly green, tender, crisp 
and preferably free of developed starchy* individual beans. 
Make advance plans, if possible, so that the beans may 
be glassed within 2 hours after picking. Before breaking 
wash them in not less than 3 cold water baths. Lift pod* 
up through the water, rubbing them gently between the 
fingers and always lift alt the beans out of the bath before 
turning water out so as to remove dirt deposits. Remember, 
bacteria germs and yeast molds live in earth, so remove 
every particle. After the third washing, if you ere satisfied 
the beans are thoroughly clean, break the ends, string it 
necessary, break into about I -inch lengths, leave whole. 
•V cut lengthwise. The I -inch lengths will allow best circu- 
lation of liquid for penetration of heat and complete 
sterilization. If you were to cut or break beans before 
washing, dirt particles could easily be, flushed into the open, 
places, then cause spoilage. 

DROP ONLY THE QUANTITY OF BEANS into one or two 
small kettles of boiling water, enough to cover, which you 
know will go into your processor AT ONE TIME. Simmer 
for 5 minutes or until color is vivid and pods bend easily 
wifhout- breaking. Move work table close to range and 
ladle boiling hot beans with liquid into hot jars. Pack 
loosely to within l/j-inch of jar top. When jer is half filled 
add I teaspoon of salt to each quart. Never glass beam 
in half-gallon jars, as it is difficult to get the center beam 
sterilized without overcooking the outside ones. Wipe jer 
'rim with clean wet cloth. Adjust cap and seal for process- 
ing according to. jar cap manufacturer's directions. Place 
each jar in canner as toon as it is sealed and do not count 
time until pressure has been reached or water has come 




■ 



to a rolling boil over ad jars. Remember that beans 
packed into hot jars, sealed, then allowed to stand at room 
temperature before processing will quickly develop flat-sour. 

Pressure Canner Boiling Water 
10 Pounds Bath 

Process Snap, String, Wan Pts. 35 Mins. 3 Hours 
or Kentucky Wonder Beans, Qts. 40 Mins. V/ 2 Hours 

WHEN PROCESSING TIME IS UP, remove jars and com- 
plete seal, if necessary. Cool jars on rack, cloth or news- 
paper eway from drafts. At end of 12 hours cooling, 
test for leaks and remove screw bands if 2-piece closures 
are used. Wipe jars with clean damp cloth, place where 
they can be easily observed for 8 to 10 days. 

If YOU SHOULD DETECT SPOILAGE, remove cover, 
correct trouble, and reprocess for one-third to one-halt 
original time. 

PLAN ALWAYS TO BOIL BEANS 15 MINUTES in open 
pan before tasting or serving. Those times when you 
plan to use them in a salad, boil for 15 minutes, then chill 
quickly.

Because of improved supplies, 
coupled with the need to increase 
production of livestock feed, the 
War Food Administration says 
that the use of chemical nitrogen 
will be permitted on 1943 fan- 
sown gralnTSf'harvest. the Vir- 
ginia TJ8DA War Board an- 
nounced. 

WPA officials in charge of fer- 
tilizer supply programs estimate 
that the quantity of chemical ni- 
trogen which win bg available to 
agriculture during the fertilizer 
year beginning July I, 1M3, win 
be about 15 per cent larger than 
the record amount used in 1941. 
It Is expected that fanners will 
obtain most of their requirements 
for essential 1943 food and feed 
crops. Farmers may apply to 
their regular dealers for the fer- 
tilizer in quantities to cover 
then* usual rate of application on 
the acreage they expect to plant. 



ASSURES NEEDED SUPPLY 

The program was drafted, says 
the war board, to assure produc- 
tion and canning of sufficient 
tomatoes, green peas, sweet corn 
and snap beans in 1943 for the 
armed forces, lend-lease and ci- 
vilians, and provide g r ow e rs a 
market for these vegetables at 
prices which will average not less 
than established support prices. 
It also affords processors a sat- 
isfactory arrangement under 
which they may contract with 
growers. Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration offers a contract to pro- 
cessors to purchase the raw 
vegetables and then sell them 
back to the processors at desig- 
nated prices. Although a pro- 
cessor accepts the offer a con- 
tract with CCC does not result 
until the state war board certi- 
fies that he processor has con- 
tacted with growers /or the plant 
capacity. 

Following, in the order given, 
are the per ton Virginia prices at 
which CCC will purchase the 
raw vegetables from processors, 
and the prices at which they will 
be resold to processors: tomatoes 
$27 and J23, green peas $88.50 
and $72, sweet corn $19 and $14.- 
80, snap beans $90 and $78.50.

Friday Evening Musical

Frequently overlooked by the 
casual observer, among the mass 
activities taking place in the lo- 
cal OHO Chib, are the two rooms 
devoted to one thousand odd 
books. It is part of the largest 
circulating library in the world, 
operating under rules which in- 
clude no library card and no 
"fines" and in which those who 
withdraw books seldom bring 
them back. 

More than ten thousand vol- 
umes were collected last year by 
the Victory Book Campaign, a 
cooperative enterprise of the 
American Library Association, the 
American Red Cross and TJSO. 
So far in 1943 an additional 
5,700,000 volumes have been col- 
lected. These were distributed as 
fast as they were sorted. This 
library, It was recently estimated, 
is as large as the libraries of five 
major cities in the United 
States.' „ ' 

AH the volumes collected by the 
Victory Book Campaign are not 
in the OSO "library." Many are 
distributed overseas by Red Cross. 
Large quantities are sent to the 
Army, the Navy and the Merch- 
ant Marine. 

Books form a large part of the 
service to more, than 1,500 USO 
clubs and smaller units and in 
more than 500 other USO recre- 
ation centers in larger cities. 

Busy as men and women in the 
service may be at their duties 
they still have time to read. And 
they have left no doubt that they 
want books, and more books. 
This is especially true of service 
men and women taking long 
train rides, on leave and furlough, 
all over the country, some times

Prom the Farm Credit Mes- 
senger, published in Baltimore, 
Md., comes the following sum- 
mary of the outstanding activity 
cf one of the Princess Anne 
county dairies: 

How would you like to be one 
of 28 farmers to share in semi- 
annual dividends of approxi- 
mately $20,000? 

That's what is paid to the 28 
members of the Yoder Dairies in 
Princess Anne county (Va.) every 
six months above an average of 
38 cents per gallon for 4 per 
cent milk, paid monthly. 

These producers get 8 1-2 cents 
per gallon phis 85 cents per 
pound of butterfat content, and 
the dividend every six months 
runs their net price to 41 cents 
per gallon. 

The Yoder Dairies started In 
1929. It became an important 
distributor in 1937 when the 
group Incorporated. All the 
members of this cooperative 
dairy are members of the Amlsh- 
Mennonite church. 

The church does not sanction 
the buying and selling idea but 
subscribes heartily to the co- 
operative principle. The church 
does not run "the dairy, but the 
28 members of the dairy cooper- 
ative comprise about half of the 
families in this Rempsville 
church. 

The members have their di- 
rectors and the directors name 
the manager. They have month- 
ly meetings of the board and 
quarterly meetings of the mem- 
gers. At these meetings, every 
good practice lh farming opera- 
tion is discussed and its features 
pointed out. 

The Yoder Dairies puts the co- 
operative idea on a "big family" 
basis. It is just one of the many 
cooperatives throughout the Na- 
tion doing an outstanding Job in 
a world at war.

TEAMWOU THE AXIS CANNOT BEAT 

Teamwork isn't new to American industry but probably never be- 
fore has it been developed to such high degree among all kinds of 
manufacturing companies, large and small, now united in a common 
goal. 

"Subcontracting has played a major role in the 'miracle of pro- 
duction' which has confounded Axis prophets and upset Axis time- 
tables." says C. E. Wilson, president of General Motors, which cur- 
rently is turning out war materials for the armed forces at a rate of 
more than $10,000,000 a day. "It was in good part the application 
of industry's time-tested technique of teamwork to the job of arming 
«ttie nation that enabled us to change over from civilian manufacture 
ahVhit our full stride of war production in an unbelievably short 
time?*"*------^ 

Citing a recent survey of his own company as an example, Mr. Wil- 
son discloses that almost 19,000 different subcontractors and sup- 
plier are working with Genrela Motors on its war job. The output of 
these "partners in production" has enabled GM to stretch its facilities 
and technical experiences, Mr. Wilson reports, just twice as far as 
would otherwise have been possible. Half of the production effort 
on the average that goes into the planes and tanks and guns that 
this company furnishes the armed forces is provided by these 18,735 
firms— some of them large, many of them small. 

A special survey of organizations furnishing General Motors with 
parts for war production discloses that 74 per cent are small firms 
employing fewer than 500 persons. Of these small firms 58 per cent 
employ fewer than 100 persons. 

There are several reasons, quite aside from its value to the war 
effort, not only for the interest of General Motors but for the best 
interests of all of us in encouraging the widespread use of subcon- 
tracting, as General Motors has done over the years in peacetime. 
As My. Wilson points out: 

First of all, subcontracting reduces to a minimum the expansion 
of facilities beyond the point where they will be needed for postwar 
manufacturing. In the second place, it helps to ease manpower short- 
ages. And, finally, it helps to insure the survival of those smaller 
companies which are the backbone of the American economic sys- 
tem. 

There's teamwork the Axis never can beat.

Today, more than ever, we need statesmen who can take a tip from 
the research wizard and apply the scientific process to post-war 
problems by starting with a careful inventory of all the factors that 
have to be considered in arranging the world of the future.,, In any" 
case, it is reassuring to hear from the man who has made so many 
new things work that the peace can be made to work also. 






TO LIQUIDATE OR NOT 
, TO LIQUIDATE 

The proposition made to Con- 
gress by the Joint Committee on 
Reduction of Nonessential Feder- 
al Expenditures for the liquida- 
tion of N. Y. A., to curtail Gov- 
ernment expenses, seems to have 
drawn fire from several sources. 
At least 600 youths of Virginia 
as WeB as older men who are ser- 
ving as faculty members will be 
affected by the move. All of 
whom will either seek work in 
some defense operation or clerical 
Jobs in Washington. 

The disagreement starts at the 
top of the ladder with the House 
standing on»lts vote to liquidate 
and the Senate seeking to extend 
its life.

CONORESS AND THE NEW DEAL 

There are broad differences of opinion among public men on the 
question of government subsidies. New Deal philosophers have up- 
held subsidies ever since they gained control of the Government in 
1933. The other day Senator Tydings, Democrat, of Maryland, back- 
ed-up Senator Danaher, Republican of Connecticut, in denying the 
Commodity Credit Corporation's authority to use any of Its funds for 
the roll-back. The Tydings amendment opposed the roll-back ban 
to every government agency, and the Senate adopted it by a vote of 
26 to 38. Tydings had told the Senate: "If you go to bed now with 
the subsidy issue, you're going to have a shotgun wedding and have 
to stay with it." 

There has been an earnest attempt in both Houses of Congress to 
compromise with New Deal plans about subsidies and price roll-backs. 
Congress doesn't seem to be afraid of the cars these days, but it rec- 
ognizes the fact that it has a very narrow margin of strength to meet 
possible vetoes from the White House. In a way that gives the 
President the whip hand. 



These are days in which many 
strangers are becoming our 
neighbors. Yesterday's village is 
today's boom town. The clean 
open field has become a trailer 
camp. Farm laborers are here 
one day and there tomorrow. 
With this constant shift and 
change of population, new prob- 
lems in sanitation present them- 
selves to the homemaker. The 
simplest measures of precaution 
must not be neglected. 

Water must be safe not only 
for drinking but for brushing the 
teeth, cleaning uncooked food, 
and washing dishes. If taken 
from sources in which contami- 
nation by drainage from the 
surface or underground is likely, 
it should be boiled three minutes. 
Freezing does not kill all bacteria. 
Ice cut from ponds and rivers 
may carry disease germs; there- 
fore it should not be used in 
drinking\water. 

On farm's*, or in small com- 
munities where^there is inade- 
quate supervision of milk pro- 
duction and delivery, boiling will 
assure safe milk for babies and 
small children. Boil for three 
minutes and cool quickly. Mi- 
grant workers or others with 
poor kitchen facilities can use 
dried or canned milk more safe- 
ly than the natural in many in- 
stances.

VIRGINIA PIG CROP REPORT 

A record large number of pigs 
were .saved on Virginia farms 
this spring. The number saved 
is estimated at 902,000 and ex- 
ceeds by 24 per cent the 567,000 
head, saved last spring, the pre- 
vious high record. It is 60 per 
cent larger than the average of 
spring crops during the 10-year 
period '(1932-41). The report is 
based on a survey of about 4,000 
farms made by the Virginia and 
United States Departments of) 
Agriculture in cooperation with 
the Pest Office Department 
through its rural mail carriers. 

The number of sows farrowing 
this spring is estimated at 117,- 
000, which is 30 percent more 
.than the 90,000 farrowing in the 
spring of 1942 and 67 per cent 
above the 10-year average of 
70,000. Unfavorable weather and 
a large number of gilts combined 
to lower the number of pigs saved 
per litter to 6.0. The average 
last spring was 6.3, the 10-year 
average is 6.2. The percentage 
of sows farrowing in each of the 
6 months, December-May, which 
constitutes the spring farrowing 
season is as follows: December 
9° per cent; January 11; February 
19; March 29; April 18; and May 
14 per cent. This is about the 
same as usual.

BOOKS TO OWN 



"The World of the Pour Free- 
doms," by Sumner Welles. 121 
pp. New York: Columbia Uni- 
versity Press. $1.75. 

In this' brief book the Ameri- 
can public is given an illuminat- 
ing and heartening review of our 
foreign policy from September, 
1939, to March, 1943. The Un- 
der Secretary of State discusses 
thoughtfully and convincingly, in 
twelve addresses, problems that 
will necessarily confront us in 
the postwar period and stresses 
the need for coordinated and in- 
telligently constructive planning 
on the part of the people and the 
government now while the strug- 
gle for victory is in progress. 

Mr. Welles mentions as mat- 
ters to be dealt with: demobili- 
zation, lightening of government 
controls, conversions of indus- 
tries, food and materials for the 
relief of devastated countries, in- 
ternational arrangements about 
currencies, free access of raw 
materials, and a sound trade pol- 
icy. He reviews and evaluates 



for the future certain grave er- 
rors in our foreign policy of the 
-ecent past, in particular our dis- 
astrous tariff policy and our fail- 
ure to participate in the League 
of Nations. The author reiter- 
ates his own unshakable belief in 
the ultimate triumph of the ideals 
which men have cherished 
throughout the course of history, 
quoting in the words of Woodrow 
Wilson the supreme objective of 
a suffering humanity: "A uni- 
versal dominion of right by such 
a concert of free peoples as shall 
bring peace and safety to all na- 
tions and make the world itself 
free." Through vision and a 
willingness to sacrifice, he says, 
men can and will attain an en- 
during peace and achieve the 
world of the four freedoms — 
"freedom of speech and of relig- 
ion from want and from fear." 
Since the Under Secretary of 
State has been largely occupied 
with the" development of a coor- 
dination with our neighbors in 
this hemisphere, he very properly 
devotes considerable space to this 
phase of our foreign policy. 
"When peace is restored, it is to 
the interest of the whole world 



that the American Republics pre- 
sent a united front and be able 
to speak and act with the moral 
authority to which, by reason of 
their own enlightened standards 
as much as by reason of their 
number and their power, they 
are entitled.

At the last meeting of the 
State Board of Education it was 
voted to change the minimum age 
of admission to the public 
schools, allowing children to en- 
ter in September who will become 
6 prior to October 1st., thereby 
shaving a month off the present 
minimum. In addition to this 
the Board amplified the resolu- 
tion passed by it last month re- 
quiring localities to carry insur- 
ance on their school buses as a 
prerequisite to sharing in State 
aid for school bus operators. 
This amplification sets the mini- 
mum insurance provisions as fol- 
lows: $5,000 liability for injury to 
one person, $50,000 for the bus 
itself and $5,000 for property 
damage. 

The meeting of the Board 
brought to a close a week given 
over largely to educational mat- 
ters begun by the conference of 
superintendent called on Wed- 
nesday. At this time the State 
educators heard Governor Dar- 
den outline his plans for educa- 
tion saying "emphasis should be 
placed upon elementary and high 
school instruction rather than up- 
on higher education." "In my 
opinion," he said, "we ought to 
give the high school student a 
basic training that will fit that 
student for the responsibilities 
of life."

EAT, DRINK AND 
SM0KE_APPLES 

They, Too, Have Gone 
to War 



First you ate your apple; then 
you learned to drink it; and now, 
you can smoke it. 

No firm is more happy because 
pf this third process than the 
Berks-Lehigh Cooperative Fruit 
Growers, at Boyertown, Penna. 
For them, bushels of cider type 
apples were turned into thous- 
ands of dollars that otherwise 
would never have been converted 
Into income for the growers. 

The apples you smoke come In 
the form of apple syrup. It was 
developed two years ago as a 
possible backstop for the short- 
age in sugar. It was discussed 
last year as a moistening replace- 
ment In cigarettes and five tobac- 
co companies decided to make it 
their moistening agent. 

This spring the WPB banned 
the industry's use of glycerine, its 
chief moistening agent in cigaret- 
tes, and now the importance of 
apple syrup may be measured by 
the development of five syrup 
companies In New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Virginia, Oregon and 
Washington and plans for thiee 
more before fall. 

But apples from the Berks- 
Lehigh orchards were the first to 
go into apple syrup and take the 
place of glycerine in cigarettes. 

Samuel Weissfield of the Bar- 
lin Laboratories in Philadelphia, 
built a 2,600 gallon wooden trailer 
tank and sent it to the Berks- 
Lehigh plant. Each night, this 
tank was pulled to Philadelphia, 
unloaded and returned to the 
plant before morning. 

The 1942 crop yielded only 
some 3 million pounds of syrup 
against total industry demands of 
30 million pounds for the glycer- 
ine substitute. An anticipated 10 
million pounds is the 1943 crop 
mark with hopes of this being 
increased. 

A pack of cigarettes uses about 
one ounce of tobacco. Each gal-

fuel 
fob combines 

A procedure has been worked 
out between the USDA and the 
OPA whereby itinerant combine 
operators may obtain motor fuel 
and tires to operate their 
trucks, tractors and combines, 
says the state war board. Before 
starting on a circuit the operator 
should apply to his county farm 
transportation committee for mo- 
tor fuel, and to Ins local war price 
and rationing board if tires are 
required. 

"It is necessary that gasoline 
rations issued to farmers be ade- 
quate but not excessive," says the 
war board. 



PRICE TO FARMERS 
SHOULD NOT CHANGE . 

Since USDA price supports will 
remain in effect, prices paid to 
dairy farmers should not be 
changed by the 'roll back" In 
retail butter prices ordered for 
June 10 by the OPA, says the 
state war board. Commitments 
made by USDA last December to 
support wholesale prices of but- 
ter at levels equivalent to 46 
cents per pound at Chicago will 
be carried through at least until 
June 30, 1944, and afterward at 
least 90 per cent of parity until 
two years after the end of the 
war. 

The "roll back" will be accom- 
panied by a five cent per pound 
subsidy paid by the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation to 
creameries making 1,000 pounds 
per month or more of butter that 
comes within the legal definition 
of that commodity. Farmers 
generally will not be eligible for 
the subsidy but those who pro- 
duce 1,000 pounds or more butter 
in any month will be eligible for 
the subsidy on all butter produced 
that month.

A body whleh washed ashore

Users of gasoline, beginning 
July 22, will be liable to lose 
their gasoline rations if each cou- 
pon in their poss es sion is not 
properly endorsed in ink, Wil- 
liam Hudgins, chairman of the 
Princess Anne county War Price 
and Rationing Board, reminded 
them this week. 

The new policy on coupon en- 
dorsements, the chairman said, 
was taken to assure maximum 
protection to book holders. 
Henceforth, motorists will be re- 
quired to endorse all coupons im- 
mediately upon receipt of renew- 
al gasoline rations, so that they 
will never have unendorsed cou- 
pons in their possession. 

Endorsement consists of writ- 
ing-in ink — on the face of each 
ration coupon, the license num- 
ber of the vehicle for which the 
ration was issued and the state 
in which the car is registered. 
Men on Leave May 
Secure Certificates 

Members of the nation's armed 
forces who qualitfy for special 
food rations on leave or furlough 
soon may present their applica- 
tions to any conveniently located 
War Price and Rationing Board, 
William Hudgins, chairman of the 
local board, said this week. 

This provision is contained in 
an amendment to General Ra- 
tion Order 9. which becomes ef- 
fective July 24. 

Formerly service men who re- 
ceived application forms ex- 
changeable for rationed food pur- 
chase certificates were required 
to present them to the ration 
board serving the area where the 
person who fed the servicemen 
resides. 

Non-Rationed Shoe Sale 
Shoppers probably will find 
some ration and price bargains in 
their local shoe stores this week 
and next as a result of an OPA 
action permitting retailers of 
footwear to sell a certain per- 
centage of their stock ration-free 
when accompanied by a reduction 
in price, William Hudgins, chair- 
man of the local War Price and 
Rationing Board said this week. 

Such ration-free sale of shoes 
has been allowed dealers, the 
chairman explained, in order to 
move odd-lot and broken stocks 
which, under rationing, might 
not sell readily. This. Mr. Hud- 
gins said, will prevent the tie up 
of many pairs of shoes in mer- 
chants' stock rooms, which, oth- 
erwise could be giving many miles 
in service. All such sales must 
be made at specified reductions 
In prices. 

All shoes sold without the col- 
lection of ration currency during 
the period from July 19 through 
July 31, must be marked "Odd- 
Lot" at the time of sale, either 
with ink, indelible stamp or in- 
delible pencil. Any shoes so 
marked that are returned unused 
are automatically identified as 
shoes for which no ration cur- 
rency may be refunded. After 
July 31, shoes offered for sale un- 
der the "Odd-Lot" Release pro- 
vision will return to rationing.

Letter to Prentiss M. Brown 

Following up his letter to Ad- 
ministrator Harold L. Ickes, Gov- 
ernor Darden dispatched s simi- 
lar communication voicing the 
"deep-seated resentment against 
what appears to be unjust dis- 
crimination." The text of the 
Governor's letter is as follows: 

"It is with hesitancy that I 
disturb you about a matter which 
I know is giving you great con- 
cern. I do so because the people 
of Virginia are faced with an al- 
most intolerable situation on ac- 
count of the limitations that have 
been imposed upon the use of 
gasoline, and the severe measures 
which have been used in the en- 
forcement of the restrictions. 

"What appear to be well auth- 
enticated reports indicate that 
the supply of gasoline in storage 
here is such as to warrant the 
sam£ treatment being granted 
the citizens of this State as is be- 
ing accorded the citizens of North 
Carolina and Tennessee to the 
South, and Kentucky and West 
Virginia to the North of us. 

"There is no disposition here 
to question any regulation which 
is necessary for the prosecution 
of the war, but there is deep- 
seated resentment against what 
appears to be unjust discrimina- 
tion. 

"You are quoted in the Press as 
favoring the relaxation of the 
present rigid rules. I do hope 
that such is the case, and that 
some definite decision on this 
point can be made in the near 
future. The statement attributed 
to Mr. Ickes that thirty to sixty 
days would be required for a 
thorough study of the situation 
which obtains on the East Coast 
gives me great concern. It is 
difficult for me to see, with the 
information now available, why 
pr— ;pt action cannot be taken on 
th,: request being made by Vlr- 
gir.li."

Teacher Shortage in Rural 
Sections a Real Problem 

Washington, D. C— Thousands 
of schools will not open their 
doors this Fall. Most of them 
are located in the open country 
and villages of the nation. Dur- 
ing the last school year in an ef- 
fort to prevent schools from clos- 
ing before the end of the term, 
school authorities issued 38,736 
emergency certificates. These 
were given to men and women 
willing to undertake teaching but 
who lacked the qualifications re- 
quired for normal certification. 

More than a million children in 
the schools of the nation, accord- 
ing to the National Education As- 
sociation, will sit in classrooms 
over which these only partially 
qualified teachers preside during 
the coming year. About one-half 
million of these children will at- 
tend rural schools. More unfor- 
tunately still, according to the 
national professional organiza- 
tion of teachers, an estimated 
400,000 children in 25,000 class- 
rooms will have no teachers at 
all, or will attend school in great- 
ly abbreviated terms next year. 

The teacher shortage, while 
confined largely to those areas of 
the United States classified by 
the Census Bureau as rural, is 
not restricted to any geographical 
area. Reports from all states are 
diicouragingly similar. 

Teachers are being lost to their 
school systems for a variety of 
reasons, some of which operate in 
peace time as well as in wartime. 
Out of every HK) teachers who 
quit their positions last year 24 
left because of marriage; 33 out 
of each 100 entered another 
teaching job. Twelve per cent of 
the teachers who left their posi- 
tions entered war industries or 
government jobs. A substantial 
percentage of the remaining 30 
percent entered the armed forces 
or the auxiliary services. 

The teachers who are leaving 
the profession for war industries 
and government positions are do- 
ing so almost entirely because of 
the higher salaries paid in fac- 
tory and office. While the aver- 
age pay of teachers throughout 
the nation as a whole is about 
$1,500 a year, 40 out of every 100 
teachers in the United States are 
getting less than $100 a month. 
About 66.000 are paid less than 
$600 a year and 10,000 get less 
than $300 a year. 

Charwomen 1 n government 
buildings in the nation's capital 
are paid $1,200 a year. Untrain- 
ed clerical workers on federal 
jobs receive $1,440 a year, while 
the minimum professional gov- 
ernment salary' is $2,000. Re- 
cent action of Congress increased 
the pay of government workers 
in order to enable them to meet 
living costs which have risen 
throughout the Nation about 25 
per cent since the war began. 
Teachers' salaries in the mean- 
time have increased only 8 per

MOLLY PITCHER DAY THROUGH-

Washington, D. C, July 30 — 
On August 4th, Molly Pitcher 
steps out of the pages of Amer- 
ican history to serve as leading 
lady in a nation-wide Bond and 
Stamp Tag Day. 

The gal who carried water to 
thirsty soldiers during the blister- 
ing Revolutionary battle of Mon- 
mouth (New Jersey), and took 
over her husband's caqnon when 
he was wounded, has long%een a 
symbol of the heroism of Amer- 
ican women. 

In her' honor, brigades of mod- 
ern Molly Pitchers will take their 
stands in many communities on 
Molly Pitcher Tag Day, at street 
corners, building entrances, and 
in public places to sell the Bonds 
and Stamps that back up our 
fighting men. To accommodate 
shoppers in rural areas, Saturday, 
August 7, will be the day. 

To turn back the history pages, 
"Molly" was born Mary Ludwig. 
on. a farm near Trenton, New 
Jersey, in 1754. She was married 
to John Hays about the time of 
the Revolution, and moved to 
Carlisle, Pa. 

In Revolutionary days it was 
not unusual for wives to accom- 
pany their soldier husbands to 
battle. They washed, mended, 
cooked and cared for the wound- 
ed. So Molly went to war with 
John. 

During the Battle at Monmouth 
Court House, she carried water 
to the men, all day and into the 
night. The men calling "Molly! 
Pitcher!" gave her the name by 
which she is known to history. 
On one of her trips from the 
well, Molly saw her husband fall 
at his cannon. She promptly 
took his place, and fired shot af- 
ter shot until the battle was won. 
For her heroism Molly Pitcher 
was made the first woman Ser- 
geant in the Army by General 
Washington. In words of an old 
Revolutionary rhyme: 
"Moll Pitcher she stood by her 

gun 
And rammed the charges 

home, sir: 
And thus on Monmouth's bloody 

field 
A sergeant did become, sir." 
That is the spirit we should ex- 
emplyfy today by our purchase 
of Bonds and Stamps.

Among the many outstanding 
rural Civilian Defense organiza- 
tions in Virginia, that of Princess 
Anne County takes high rank. 
As a component part of a "tar- 
get area" Princess Anne has en- 
countered many problems in ef- 
fective organization, but has met 
and overcome them in a manner 
to excite admiration. 

The county covers about 244 
square miles along the Atlantic 
seaboard at the entrance to 
Chesapeake Bay and is im- 
mediately adjacent to Norfolk 
and Hampton Roads. Numerous 
military and naval installations 
are within its boundaries. It has 
about 20,000 residents, besides a 
considerable floating population. 

The Princess Anne County De- 
fense Council got underway in 
March?1942. with Floyd T. Deary 
as Director and Coordinator. 
The organization grew to the 
point where it demanded more of 
Mr. Deary's time than he was 
able to give and on April 1 of 
this year Daniel B. Sullivan was 
appointed Coordinator to take 
over the load. Mr. Sullivan has 
given his full time to civilian de- 
fense since its organization in 
Princess Anne, serving as Con- 
troller since April 16, 1942. As 
Coordinator he has the service of 
a secretary. All other work of the 
office is done by part-time volun- 
teers. 

At this time Princess Anne has 
260 air raid wardens. 94 auxiliary 
police and six trained bomb recon- 
naissance agents. Sixty-one of 
the auxiliary police have been 
sworn in as special county of- 
ficers with power to arrest.

It is high time that something 
be done to lift the moral of our 
boys of today who, through physi- 
cal defect, great or small, are 
classified "4 F." It is not enough 
that they are rejected by the ex- 
amining board but when they ap- 
pear in public in civilian clothes, 
particularly in this area so in- 
fested with uniforms, (many of 
whom partake of our hospitality 
and the free use of our clubs), 
there are some who have been 
known to remark in passing, and 
in NO undertone, "Draft-dodger," 
"4 F", "Are you buying bonds to 
help your country win this war?" 
and other such slurring remarks 
directed at the unfortunate who 
Is already crushed with disap- 
pointment and humiliation at 
being rejected and unable to be 
of active service to his country. 

To add insult to injury, if the 
"4 F" elects to return to college 
where service activities hold 
sway, again he is "outside." The 
classes are for the benefit of the 
men in service, if the civilian can 
use those subjects, all well and 
good. The restaurants and cafe- 
terias are run for the military 
personnel, the fraternity houses, 
in many instances, are housing 
the military. Just what is to 
keep these boys from becoming 
bitter? These boys on whom, of 
necessity, a great responsibility 
must rest as our future citizens. 
It takes a lot of fortitude and 



men see our flag they understand 
that the great and common in- 
terest of America is mankind— 
mankind's freedom and mankind's 
welfare. We are concerned that 
wherever men are they shall be 
safe in the exercise of their fun- 
damental freedoms— freedom of 
speech, freedom of worship, free- 
dom from fear, and freedom from 
want. The American flag, where- 
ever it is flying today, is repre- 
senting America as a country 
whose people believe that. Our 
interest is world-wide because the 
things we stand for are universal. 
Americanism is certainly for ex- 
port. It cannot help but be since 
what we believe in is what every- 
one wants. 

It was probably with this 
thought in mind that Stephen 
Vincent Benet wrote his beauti- 
ful prayer for freedom, part of 
which reads like this, 

•God of the free, we pledge our 
hearts and lives today to the cause 
of all free mankind. Grant us 
viptory over the tyrants who 
would enslave all free men and 
nations . . . Yet most of all grant 
us brotherhood, not only for this 
day but for all our years— a 
brotherhood not of words but of 
acts and deeds ... If our broth- 
ers are oppressed, then we are 
oppressed. If they hunger, we 
hunger. If their freedom is taken 
away our freedom is not secure. 
Grant us a common faith that 
man shall know bread and peace 
—that he shall know justice and 
righteousness, freedom and se- 
curity, an equal opportunity and 
an equal chance to do his best. 
not only in our land, but through- 
out the world. And in that faith ! 
let us march toward the clean 
world our hands can make. 
Amen."

Service Ban Par CD 
Workers Approved 

Service bars for Civilian De- 
fense workers with 500 or more 
hours of service to their credit 
have been authorised by the gov- 
ernment and may be awarded by 
local Defense Councils within 
their discretion. Six distinctive 
bars have been authorised, rang- 
ing from 500 to 5.000 hours of 
service. 

The award is a woven ribbon 
bar. in sise 1-2 x 1 1-4 inches, 
suitable to be worn on the lapel 
or above the left breast pocket. 
The basic OCD insignia— the red 
letters CD on a white triangle 
super-imposed on a blue circle- 
appears on a white background 
with verticle stripes on both sides 
of the insignia. 
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Important Amendments 
To Executive Order 91 

The age at which children may 
be used as Civilian Defense mes- 
sengers during an air raid has 
been lowered from 16 years to 15 
years by an amendment to Gov- 
ernor Darden's executive order 
No. 91. dated May 18. 

Article 45. Section 9 of this ex- 
ecutive order has also been re- 
vised to make it a violation of 
law to spread false rumors con- 
cerning test air raids and prac- 
tice periods.
